I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  1925.

The  average  birth-rate  for  the  past  five  years  has  been  13.1  per  1,000;  and  the  average 
death-rate  for  the  same  period  has  been  13.4  per  1,000. 

There  was  one  death  under  one  year  ;  equivalent  to  an  infant  mortality  of  21.7  per  1000 
births,  the  average  for  the  past  five  years  being  27.4  per  1,000  births. 

There  were  four  deaths  from  Cancer,  three  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  one  from  Measles, 
and  one  from  Diphtheria  ;  the  causes  of  the  other  deaths  do  not  call  for  any  special  comment. 
During  the  past  five  years  there  have  been  seven  deaths  from  Pulmonary  and  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis,  and  for  the  same  period  there  have  been  twenty-two  deaths  from  Cancer. 

The  deaths  occurred  in  the  following  age  groups  : — under  one  year  1,  1  to  5  years  1,  5  to  15 
3’ears  2,  15  to  25  yrs.  2,  25  to  65  years  19,  65  years  and  upwards  16.  All  the  deaths  were  certified. 

Notification  of  Infectious  (Diseases’)  Hct.— Nine  cases  were  reported,  three  from 
Scarlet  Fever,  fobr  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  one  from  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and 
one  from  Diphtheria.  During  the  past  five  j'ears  thirty-seven  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  have 
^been  reported.

Chickeb  pox;  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  have  been  epidemic  during  the  year,  ne.fces- 
sitating  the  closure  the  Infants’ Department  of  the  National  School  on  three  occasions,  "'and 
Stones  Council  School  once. 

Scavenging. — A  good  many  conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  have  taken  place 
and  I  would  urge  upon  the  sub-committee  attending  to  this  matter  the  necessity  of  continuing 
their  good  work.  The  scavenging  done  by  the  Council  is  commendable,  and  in  the  scavenging 
done  by  others  there  has  been  only  one  complaint. 

Water  Supply. — The  Supply  has  been  constant  and  of  good  quality,  it  is  very  popular 
and  there  are  additional  users  every  year. 


Factories  and  Workshops. — Their  condition  is  satisfactory.  There  have  been  no 
cases  of  disease  traceable  to  any  industry;  although  one  or  two  operatives  at  Ryburndale  Mill 
have  complained  about  the  Chlorine  gas.  Cotton  is  the  main  industry. 


Dairies  aud  Cowsheds. — The  leaflets  distributed  in  1923  re  a  clean  milk  supply  have 
done  good.  Farmers  are  now  taking  more  precautions  and  are  cleaner  in  their  methods-  The 
public  will  consume  more  milk  when  it  is  known  that  it  is  produced  and  handled  in  a  clean  man¬ 
ner.  Structural  alterations  are  rarely  carried  out,  and  one  knows  how  defective  many  of  the 
buildings  are. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning. — There  has  been  a  steady  progress  in  building — the 
four  houses  erected  by  the  Council  have  been  sold  before  completion — indicating  there  is  a  demand 
for  houses.  It  is  desirable  that  the  Council  should  build  a  few  more,  there  is  also  evidence  of 
present  and  future  building  by  others.  There  have  been  no  cases  of  overcrowding  reported  and 
the  inhabitants  keep  their  houses  clean  and  orderly. 

Hanging  Lee  Mill  has  been  bought  by  the  Wakefield  Corporation  and  transformed  into  a 
building  for  the  accommodation  of  80  to  100  men.  The  bedrooms  ara  lofty,  well  lighted  and 
ventilated,  and  the  other  rooms  for  meals,  recreation,  etc.,  are  in  every  way  satisfactory.  The 
sanitation  has  been  attended  to,  in  fact  the  building  is  a  credit  to  the  Corporation,  and  will  be  a 
means  of  easing  the  house  shortage  whilst  the  works  are  in  progress. 


A  sum  of  £455  11s.  Id.  has  been  paid  out  in  Poor  Law  relief,  and  during  the  past  five  years 
the  Public  Vaccinator  has  performed  29  vaccinations. 

The  services  of  the  District  Nurse  have  been  frequently  called  for  and  highly  appreciated.
